There hav# been intimation* that 
True was declared an Insane criminal 
and thu* saved from the gallows be¬ 
cause his mother was the wife of a 
personage high in British public life. 

Not Approached. 

Secretary Hhortl In The Times in¬ 
terview said: 

"I don’t know who True is. or #ho 
are his relations. I was not ap¬ 
proached by any of his relation* and 
received no letters from them. 1 will 
inquire to-morrow whether any such 
communications were received at the 
Home office, hut 1 sin personally 
unaware of any. 

*'I am bound by the law. which says 
that no Insane person shall be 
hanged.’’ 

Mr. Hhortt will meet much hostility 
in the Commons.

New York. June 13.—The death llet 
resulting from the cyclonic storm 
that swashed and swirled Its way 
through New York and Ita siiburbs 
Hunday ' evening continues to grow. 
The known dead now total forty-five, 
with sixteen other persons reported 
missing. 

The police launches continued to 
grapple to-day for bodies of those 
still missing after; the storm left 
Jomg Island Hound oil City Island 
strewn with wreckage and capsized 
boats. At least forty visitors to City 
Jglknd were drowned in the disaster, 
and the police are convinced that 
the death list will reach as high as 
s< venty It will be days before toe 
loud logs (d life will lie known. 

Investigation 

The Bronx grand Jury has started 
an investigation of the wreck of the 
Ferris wheel at Cluson’s Point, in 
which seven were killed and forty 
other visitors seriously injured. Of¬ 
ficials will examine the wreckage to 
see if the huge device was originally 
constructed along safe line* The 
owner, who was arrested after the 
tragedy, will face the grand Jury to¬ 
day.

Ottawa, Jund 13.—The foreshadowed changes in the btftdget 
proposals are before the House of Commons, having been an¬ 
nounced last evening by Hon. W. 8. Fielding, Minister of Finance. 
With..regard to the much discussed tax on cheques anti express 
money orders, he said the original rate of 2 cents per $50 would 
remain, but the maximum of the tax would be $2. There would he 
reductions in The tax on cigarette*, on soft drinks, on beet sug.tr 
and on stock transfers, although bonds would now be included.

on receipt* of 110 and. over and a 
change in the classification of cigars 
so us to make the higher priced cigar 
pay more and the cheap rigor a little 
less. There would be a readjustment 
of the automobile tax and a change 
In the regulations regarding depre¬ 
ciated currency. — 

The Minister prefaced his an¬ 
nouncements with u brief review of 
the criticisms which had been voiced 
by speakers, chiefly in the progres¬ 
sive nijiJu.

The alteration made in the Govern* 
ment policy regarding Imports from 
countries where the currency 
is depreciated consists in the adop¬ 
tion of the clause providing that “the 
value foe-duty shall not be less than 
the value that would be placed on 
similar, goods produced in the United 
Kingdom; If similar goods nre not 
produced in the United Kingdom, 
th* value for dmty shall not he less 
than the value of similar good* Im¬ 
ported from any European country In 
which the currency is not sub¬ 
stantially depreciated." The decision 
of the Minister am. to the value of 
such goods is to be final. 

There is a new provision as re¬ 
gards the export of wines and spirit¬ 
uous liquor* It is provided that the 
exposTSr “shall give security by bond, 
in double'tha duties of importation 
on such good* that the same shall, 
when the entry’ aforesaid* is for ex¬ 
portation by sea. be actually exported 
to the place provided for In such 
entry*, and when the entry aforesaid 
is for exportation by land or inland 
navigation, shall he landed and de¬ 
livered at the place for which they 
are entered outward .' 1 This provision 
does not apply to wines and spirituous 
liquors In transit through a Can¬ 
adian port from a port outside Om¬ 
ari* to another destination outside 
Canada.

Two'Interesting papers were read 
at Canadian Good Roads Convection 
here yesterday. 

Afternoon Session. 

While prairie soil Is excellent ma¬ 
terial In Itpe'lf for good dirt roads in 
dry season, the problem now is to find 
some means of ^keeping the useful 
qnalltles of the clay during the wet, 
season and preventing It turning into 
a mire. This aim is particularly 
urgent In the prairie provinces in 
view of the prevalent luck of funds 
to carry out,_the 'construction of more 
permanent and costly highways, Ur. 
K. A. Clark, of the Industrial Re¬ 
search Department of the Uni varsity 
of Alberta, told the convention at thf 
afternoon session yesterday. 

It. Is with a view to discovering 
some substance that will sene to 
romblne the surface of the natural 
road Into such a form as to shed the 
water more freely Into the drains 
provided that Dr. Clark has been ex¬ 
perimenting for some time. It ha* 
been proved that the "Bituminized j 
Earth Pavement" meets the rcqulre- 

E ents to a considerable extent, and it 
likely that a sand-clay-bltumen 
road may become the future prairie 
road type. Dr. Clark said. Nature has 
not provided the prairie provinces 
with the material to build the well- 
known hard surface roads, and It 
would be too expeuslve to import the 
materials, he explained. If It is pos¬ 
sible to get the asphalt out of the 
Athabasca deposit of bituminous sand 
cheaply. Dr. Clark believes it is pos¬ 
sible for the prairie provinces to 
make economical roads that will be 
serviceable In all weathers. # , 

On Road Drainage. 

"The funedamental principle of 
road maintenance is drainage." said 
H. R. Mackenzie, Chief. Field En¬ 
gineer. Province of Saskatchewan, 
who dealt more particularly with the 
subject as It affected the Province of 
Saskatchewan.
